• There is a joint regulatory approach to 
uranium contaminated lands remediation 
with the CNSC as the principal federal 
regulator 

• Environment Canada, Fisheries and Oceans 
Canada, Aboriginal Affairs and Northern 
Development Canada, and Transport 
Canada may also play a role 

• Areas such as environmental protection and 
worker safety may also be the responsibility 
of local jurisdictions (e.g., territorial, 
provincial) 
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CNSC Licensing 


There are two licensing paths 

- One for large, more complicated projects 

- One for smaller, simpler projects

Lorado Site - Current Status 


A licence to possess, manage and store nuclear 
substances was issued in April 2013 

SRC is proceeding with remediation of the site.

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Gunnar Site - Current Status 


A public hearing took place on November 6, 2014 for the Gunnar 
Remediation Project. 

The CNSC issued the Saskatchewan Research Council a licence for 
the Gunnar Remediation project in January of 2015 for a period of 10 
years. 

The SRC is developing detailed plans for remediation of the tailings 
areas, waste rock piles and open pit. 


Phase 2 of the project (implementation) will proceed once further 
work is completed to characterize the site and develop remediation 
options and the Commission approves the release of the licence hold

Gunnar Remediation Project - 

Key Requirements of the Commission Decision 


- The subject of procurement and employment guarantees, and the 
economic benefits of a project, are not within the Commission's 
authority. 

- The SRC will report on traditional activities on the site and in its 
vicinity and will monitor and report on the provision of skills 
development and training initiatives to residents of northern 
Saskatchewan, specifically the Athabasca Basin. 

- A follow-up and monitoring programs approved by the CNSC is 
required before the remediation work begins. Should include 
involvement of interested Aboriginal communities. 


Gunnar Remediation Project - 

Key Requirements of the Commission Decision 


The Commission will conduct a public proceeding to consider Phase 
2 of the project and the Aboriginal communities and the public will 
have an opportunity to participate. 

The Commission strongly recommends the establishment of a 
stakeholder standing committee for the project to enable effective 
SRC and CNSC consultation with local Aboriginal groups, the public 
and other stakeholders. 

The Commission directs CNSC staff to provide annual reports on the 
performance of the Gunnar Remediation Project 


Aboriginal Consultation 


• The CNSC has a pro-active approach to Aboriginal consultation 

• The CNSC ensures that licensing decisions under the NSCA and 
CEAA 2012 uphold the Honour of the Crown and consider 
potential or established Aboriginal and/or treaty rights 

• Encourages Aboriginal groups to participate in review process, 
including Commission hearings 

• Share any project-specific issues and /or concerns 

• Encourages licensees to engage with potentially affected 
Aboriginal groups early in the development and throughout the 
life of their project ^nwn
